THE OLD AND THE NEW. 


Tho old year, which has just been laid away in 
the cemetery of the centuries, commenced in 
the shadow and gloom of the Chicago fire, with 
a great cloud of uncertainty hanging over us. 
Twelve months of remarkable disasters on sea 
and land, of extraordinary convulsions of nature, 

and of unexampled destruction of human life and 
property, considering that no great wars were in 
progress, have passed, and the new year com- 
mences in the midst of s financial stringency 
more severe than any the country has known 
since 1857. Neither the retrospect nor the pros- 
pect can be called remarkably cheerful. The 

Chicago fire seemed to have been the signal 
for a general onslaught of the forces of destruc- 
tion,and they have done their dreadful work with 
a persistency and completeuess never before 
known in the history of the world. The year 
which has just closed deserves to be known 

in the calendar of time as the Black Year. 

Famine and the pestilence have ravaged Asia 
and swept off thousands. Storms and floods 
have devastated Europe, sweeping the shipping 
from its coasts, inundating cities, towns, and 
villages, and destroying great numbers of human 
beings with their: violence. Great conflagra- | 
tions and fearful casualties have added their 


this country. The catalogue of these calamities, 
if printed in detail, would be a startling one, and 
their localities embrace almost every portion of 
the civilized world. The destruction has been at 
least impartial. What the new year may have in 
store for mankind, it is impossible to foresee.

THE MERCHANTS FREIGHT UNION. 

In view of the excessive rates for freight, 
there have been formed in Chicago, St. Louis, 
Cincinnati, and perhaps other Western cities, 
organizations of merchants, numbering, say, 
from 50 to 200 members, each of whom receives 
annually large amounts of freight. These or- 
ganizations propose to offer the entire business 
of all its members to that railroad company 
best terms. This is perfectly legitimate, and is 
but the exercise of ordinary business prudence. 
This proceeding has attracted the attention of 
certain officers of the railroad companies, who, 
at a meeting at Buffalo, Deo. 4, united in a 
declaration of their purpose “‘to use every 
means to disperse and abolish” these freight | 
unions and associations. They further declared 
that they would not, unaer any circumstances, 
give to such organizations of merchants any 
rates for freight but the regular printed tariffs 
agreed to by all the railroad agents. That rebates 
or other allowances given to persons not members 
of such union of merchants shall not be given 
under any circumstances to any member of such 
union. This formal declaration of war is signed 
agers of the Fast Freight, Despatch, Transporta- 
tion, and colored lines, as follows:

The annual statements by railroad companies of 
their gross receipts. for the trans- 
portation of merchandise, and of ex- 
penditures thereon, do not tell the 


fact that the public is robbed, and the stock- 
holders are robbed of a certain percentage of the 
money paid for freights; and itis notorious 
‘that the money thus taken is divided among 
men who perform the executive duties of the 
railway companies.. . 
An illustration of this is furnished by the 
course of proceeding over one of these trunk 
railways, which may be described thus: A ships 
merchandise from Chicago consignéd to X in 
an Eastern city. The car goes direct to its des- 
tination; but on the books of the company the 
merchandise is consigned to E & Co.,“ at 
some intermediate station. Z & Oo. 
are a myth; they handle and receive 
-and forward nothing; but included in the 
rates of freight collected of the shipper or con- 


Z & Co. Inthe course of a year, the commis- 
sions thus credited to Z & Co. amount, say, to 
$200,000. Z & Co. have a treasurer who re- 
ceives $10,000 a year salary ; and his principal, 
if not sole, business is to divide the $200,000. 
_For this $200,000 Z & Co. perform no service, 
make no expenditure, have no capital. Things 
have reached the point that the onby means of 
securing transportation for merchandise is to 
employ some “colored” or other transportation 
company. Applicants for transportation gener- 
ally find that to get dozen cars, or even one 
car, they must go to the office of one bf these 
to have any cars or other facilities 
for transportation. Shippers, therefore, 
are frequently unable to send merchandise 
over @ railroad unless they employ some pri- 
vate corporation, or outside organization, to use 
the railway constructed for the uses of the 
public. The “Yellow” line does not work with- 


for freight, over and above what it pays the 
railroad company, is so much taken im- 
properly from the public or the company. It is 
owned by officers of the railway companies, but 
upon this point we have no knowledge. The 
only thing certain about it is, that a mysterious 
organization, known, for instange, as the Pea- 
Green line, stands between the shipper and the 
railway company. They hire of the 
railroad’ company 1,000 of its freight 
cars at a nominal rent; they enter 
into a contract with the railroad company by 
which the latter agrees to furnish brakemen 
and motive power to haul these cars, at a given 
sum per car, from Chicago to New York, or 
whatever the Eastern terminus may be. An ap- 
plicant for transportation is told by the Goneral 
Freight, Agent that he is short of cars, and re- 
fers him to the manager of the Pea-Green. The 
manager of the Pea-Green furnishes all the cars 
that are needed. It has been estimated that, at 
the lowest, 10 per cent of the gross payment for 
freight is paid in the way of bonus or divided 
among these parasite organizations for no set- 
vice that ought not to be performed by the rail- 
ways directly. Why cannot a trunk railway from 


freight business? Why cannot it have rolling 
stock of its own, upon its own road, to perform 
the business now done through the intermedi- 
ate agency of the rainbow Imes? We under- 
stand that these private freight companies have 
capital stock, upon which, as they have no use

A number of private citizens, constituting 
what is known as the Petroleum Producers’ 
Association, have entered into a contract with a 
number of other private citizens, constituting 
the Petroleum Refiners’ Association, to assume 
the functions of Government, and to declare a 
protectorate over the industry of oil-producing. 
The cause of this remarkable proceeding has 
been, that the petroleum produced in the Penn- 
sylvania oil regions, being largely in excess of 
the demand, has, for some time past, failed to 
yield a profit. As this was not the 
result of any foreign competition, there was no 
opportunity to provide the necessary protection 
by Congressional enactment, and the producers 
and refiners have concluded to secure the same 
advantages enjoyed by woollen mannfacturers or 
iron producers through a combination of their 
own. The Refiners’ Association, on the one 
hand, have agreed to take all the crude oil 
which the Producers’ Association pump, at a 
price of not less than $4 per barrel when the 
price of refined oil is 26 cents a gallon, or less, 
and at 25 cents per barrel additional for every 
advance of one cent per gallon on the price of 
refined oil. The Producers’ Association, on the 
other hand, agree: 1. That, from Dec. 
25 to July 1, no new wells shall be 
drilled; 2. That the use of artificial means to 
increase production shall be discontinued ; 3. 
That wells now drilling shall suspend work 
twelve hours per day; and 4. That all wells 
pumping more than ten barrels per day shall be 


two associations have chosen a Comptroller, 
who shall supervise the affairs of both associa- 
tions, and keep the individual members down to 
their agreement. 

The whole project is one to limit production 
in an unnatural manner, and there are a num- 
ber of reasons why it cannot be expected to suc- 
ceed. In the first place, the associations do not 
possess the powers of Government. They can- 
not enforce the rules they have laid down. Con- 
gress may limit supplies in articles where there 
is foreign competition by imposing duties, which 
enable the manufacturers or producers of these 
articles to maintain certain prices. This is 3 
matter of law which cannot be evaded. But if 
an oil producer, who now belongs to the asso- 


barrels a day, while the rules of the association 
limit him practically to ten barrels, he will be 
pretty apt to withdraw from the association, or 
secretly to break over the rules, as soon as the 
price becomes large enough to tempt him, 
There is no legal penalty attached to any such 
infringement of the regulations, and he will avail 
himself of this opportunity to make money of 
which he is voluntarily depriving himself. If it 
were possible for the Refiners’ Association to in- 
clade all the refiners in the country, and for the 
Producers’ Association to include all the pro- 
ducers in the country; and then, if every refiner 
and producer would abide by rules that have no 
‘legal force, it is possible that oil-production 
might be limited and prices be correspondingly 
inereased. These contingencies, however, are 
too remote for serious contemplation. It may 
be unprofitable to pump a well which only pro- 
| duces ten barrels.a day, when oil is selling at a 
price which will make it profitable to 
pump a well that produces twenty bar- 
rela, or to allow the flowing of a well 
that produces fifty or a hundred barrels a day 
spontaneously. At such a juncture it is unrea- 
sonable to suppose that the man who owns the 
twenty-barrel or fifty-barrel well will voluntarily 
sacrifice his profits for the benefit of the man 
who owns the ten-barrel well. Human natureis 
not so constituted. Besides, the element of 
foreign competition may possibly enter into the 
contest. If the price of crude oil should be run 
up by this Petroleum Syndicate to $6 or 87 a 
barrel, it may be profitable to start up the Canada 
wells again, apply the torpedoes to old wells, put 
up derricks for new ones, and take 
advantage of the new range of prices. Pro- 
tection has a hard road to travel with Govern- 
ment at the back of it; without Government to 
enstain it, it must inevitably succumb to the 
natural laws of supply and demand. K 
It is obvious that the only way in which living 
prices can be secured for crude oil is to limit the 
production, which is now excessive. But it is 
equally obvious that the only way in which this 
excess can be curtailed, in fact, is for those who 
find their wells unprofitable to give them up, 
and make room for those whose better fortune 
or superior judgment has given them 
better wells. The natural course of things 
will lead to this result. There was a time when 
thousands of barrels of oil flowed daily into the 
Alleghany River, more worthless than it is now, 
because its present uses were unknown. When 
the oil became valuable, there was a rush of cap- 
ital to that region altogether unparalleled in the 
development of any other of the country’s ro- 
sources. It is only natural that oil-producing 
now should suffer for this excessive develop- 
ment; and no combination or individual device 
can permanently disturb the law of supply and

Mercury will be at his greatest eastern elonga- 
tion March 18, July 16, and Nov. 10. Near those 
‘dates he may be seen in the west, just after 
sunset. His greatest western elongations occur 
Jam 5, May 3, and Aug. 10, when he may be 
geen in the east, just before sunrise. 

The regular annual prediction of collision with 
a comet, some time in August, will 
be made, and believed by thousands. So far as 
we know, the earth is in no danger of damage 
from collision with a comet in 1873. 


The Seed Business in the United States. 

Between two and three millions of capital are 
invested in the seed business in this country, 
and the annual trade turns over not less than 
five million dollars. It- has shared the growth 
and change of the last quarter of a century, and 
now has locked hands with the advancing civil- 
ization of the country, and especially of the 
West. Thirty years ago, the entire trade scarce- 
ly reached a quarter of a million, and of this 
the Shakers did by far the largest share. Now, 
the Shakers do about as much as they did then, 
buf the general business has long since passed 
them. We depend no longer on home-grown 
seeds, and the careful savings of the farmer from 
field and garden, but import in a largely-inereasing 
ratio the best varieties of seeds from all parts 
of the world. 

It would seem that America, with her wide 
range of climate, wider than that of any other 
country, might at least raise all her own seed 
after the varieties were once introduced. But 
Nature, never forgetting any link of the chain 
of mutual dependence which she draws round 
nations as well as individuals, will not make us 
entirely independent evenin the matter of seeds. 
Every land has its natural advantages, every 
plant its favorite habitat, where, under some 
mysterious harmony of soil, climate, and condi- 
tions, it attains its perfection. 

Our own country, with its based 
on corn, affords us the best seeds of that family, 
and of its attendant vines. Nowhere do the 
seeds of the melon, squash, pumpkin, and simi- 


der our burning sunshine, and in our nights full 
of warmth and moisture. But corn is not « 
good neighbor for peas. The heat which kindly 
a fly which pierces the pea while yet in blossom, 


lively bug that infests all our peas. 


So for our seed-peas we to Can- 
ada, where „ along with winter 
wheat, mature in an atmosphere 


England, however, supplies us with our dwarf 
peas, and other choice varieties. That country, 
with ite moist temperate climate, has its 
agriculture based upon the turnip as food for 
stock, as ours is upon corn, and, naturally, there 
we obtain our largest and most reliable stocks of 
turnip and radish seed. It is not that our own 
turnip seed is not good ; it is excellent if it only 
ripens, and, as is the case with other seeds, is bet- 
ter adapted to our use on account of being ac- 
climated ; but the extreme heat and drouth of 
our July frequently matures it so rapidly as to 
injure its quality. If it escapes this danger, it, 
as well as other similar seeds, ‘becomes’ quite 
valuable, one pound of it, indeed, costing as 
much as three of the imported. N 
‘The beet, which is the principal root crop of 
France and Germany, has been more completely 
naturalized here, and, with the exception of the 
sugar-beet, we raise the largest proportion of 
our own seed. The best cabbage seed is im- 
ported, and for that refined variety of it, the 
the South of Germany and N Italy. It 
is almost a pity we cannot import for cauli- 
flowers, for the processes to the unfor- 
tunate vegetable is subjected by ‘careless or un- 
skilled hands, generally deprive it of all ita fine 
flavor. The East produces the very finest 
lettuce and onion seed, but exchanges with us 
for our vine seeds, which far surpass ners.
